Rejection Under 35 USC 102 

On page 2 of the remarks regarding claims 1, 8, and 9, the Applicant argues Beser does 
not disclose determining a private address of a private remote sub-endpoint of a tunnel, said 
private sub-endpoint being associated with said private destination address. The Examiner 
respectfully disagrees. Beser discloses the transmission of a packet form the originating network 
device 24 to the terminating network device 26, without revealing the identity of either end of 
the public network 12, requires that the packet is received on the first network device 14 (local 
sub-endpoint). The first network device 14 (local sub-endpoint) recognizes that the packet has 
come from the originating network device 24 and is destined for the terminating network device 
26 by determining that the packet includes a private network address for the terminating network 
device 26. The first network device 14 (local sub-endpoint) examines the entry in its network 
address table that contains the private network address for the terminating network device 26 and 
determines that this private network address is associated with the public network address for the 
second network device 16 (remote sub-endpoint). In this manner, the first network device 14 
(local sub-endpoint) knows where to route the packet on the public network 12 by translating the 
private network address for the terminating network device 26 to the public network address for 
the second network device 16 (remote sub-endpoint) (See column 22, lines 6-22.) The* 
transmission process of Beser, outlined above, requires the encapsulation of a lower data link 
layer packet in an IP packet (encapsulation) in order to forward packets over a negotiated tunnel 
with private and public addresses as specified in column 9, lines 6-25. This does not represent a 
new grounds of rejections, but merely clarifies the Examiner's position in regards to the 
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encapsulation process incorporated in Beser. Therefore, Beser discloses determining a private 
address of a private remote sub-endpoint of a tunnel said private sub-endpoint being associated 
with said private destination address.
